“I am not discouraged and feel cer­ 
tain of proving my innocence. Nothing 
has been said or known yet that is not

Section 6,040 of the revised statutes 
of Missouri provides for determ ining 
the population on the basis of five peo­ 
ple for each vote cast, and through 
that method of calculation Sedalia has 
the above named ligure. This is taken 
from figures in the four Sedalia wards, 
showing the total vote cast for presi­ 
dential electors in the November elec­ 
tion as 5,435. Five times this gives a 
total of 27,175. This automatically, ac­ 
cording to the

consulted, gives Sedalia the right to 
registration. 
Although some of Die votes counted 
were oast by residents outside the cor­ 
porate limits of the city, but within 
Sedalia township and living in tIn* su­ 
burbs, it is not believed this will pre­ 
vent the registration requirem ents be­ 
ing made. 
circuit Judge Shain stated Monday

Statute No. 6064, providing for reg­ 
istration of voters is as follows: 
Sec. 6064. 
Registration in cines of 
25,000 and less than 100,000 inhabi­ 
ta n ts—There shall be a registration 
of all the qualified voters in cities hav­ 
ing a population of twenty-five thou­ 
sand inhabitants and less than one 
hundred thousand inhabitants, w heth­ 
er organized under general law or spe­ 
cial charter, which registration shall 
be had under the provisions of this 
article; and for the purpose of ascer­ 
taining or determ ining the population 
of cities within this state that may 
have a population of at least twenty- 
five thousand and less than one hun­ 
dred thousand, the aggregate vote cast 
for the first candidate on each ticket 
voted for at the last preceding presi­ 
dential election in such cities shall be 
multiplied by five, and the product 
shall be deemed to be the num ber of 
inhabitants in such city.

Thanksgiving day found us at Fort 
Dodge, Kas., 
where 
we entertained 
the old soldiers that evening. 
The garrison consists of eight hun­ 
dred men, women and children. 
The 
lort is surrounded by a broad expanse 
of gentle rolling 
prairie, 
640 acres, 
belonging lo the state of Kansas. Tho 
five picturesque 
barracks, 
the two 
hundred white 
cottages 
arf* nestled 
among the hills as if in the hollow 
of God’s hand. 
As we drove 
through 
tho 
great 
gates just at sundown the ceremony 
of the day was taking place, the sa­ 
lute of the lowering of the flag. 
As 
the music of fife and 
drum swelled 
on the breeze and the old comrades 
stood with 
reverent, 
bowed 
heads, 
hats in hand, Old 
Glory 
slowly de­ 
scended. 
We were 
welcomed 
at headquar­ 
ters by Commandant S. S. Martin and 
Airs. Martin, formerly of Sedalia, Alo. 
This historic old house was built in 
the early ’60s of sandstone brought 
across the country for fifty miles. The 
spacious halls, the great rooms, the 
casement windows and rich old fur­ 
niture reminded one of the wonderful 
obi Virginia mansions. 
We occupied Die chamber once oc­ 
cupied by Phil Sheridan and General 
Custer. The room is charming with 
its 
white 
colonial 
furniture, 
great 
m irrors and antique tapestry. 
But 
our dream s were, as sweet and peace­ 
ful as though the war had never sad­ 
dened an American home. 
Everywhere, 
in 
every 
nook 
and 
cranny, are trophies of tho hunt, the 
spoils 
of 
war, 
portraits 
of 
great 
American patriots, 
and 
linking the 
past to the present 
is 
the 
superb 
Steinway concert grand piano in the 
drawing room. 
The dinner service 
of old colonial 
silver in the great dining room, 
(he 
stories that we heard of pioneer life 
and stirring war times, the delicious 
repast made us feel like gay southern 
belles of a century ago. 
All the 
great 
expeditions against 
the Indians, horse 
thieves 
and bad 
men were organized and fitted out at 
Fort Dodge, Kus., because it was at 
the edge of the last great frontier, or 
tile jumping-off place, the beginning 
and the end—the end 
of civilization 
and the beginning of the badness and 
lawlessness of the frontier. 
This gave rise to and the necessity 
for many great and notable men com­ 
ing to Fort Dodge, such as Generals 
Sherman, Sheridan, Hancock, 
Miles, 
Custer, Sully and many others, even

Umbrellas, canes, golf sticks or sim­ 
ilar articles must be 
reinforced 
by 
strips of woods or otherwise sufficient­ 
ly wrapped to withstand handling and 
transportation. 
Pal eels 
containing 
toys. 
glass, 
cigars, dolls and all other fragile av 
tid es, should be marked “fragile.” 
rte not drop parcels in a package 
box on the street corner. 
Parcel post 
packages m ust be mailed at the post 
office or a branch office. 
T o not fail to put. your name a n i 
address in the upper left hand corner 
of the parcel, as parcels cannot be ac­ 
cepted for mailing unless it bears a 
return address 
Be sure that it is plainly and cor­ 
rectly addressed and has the neces­ 
sary stamps. 
Packages must not exceed eighty- 
fo n t inches in length and girth com­ 
bined. 
Stickers can be placed on parcels, 
but they should be placed on the back. 
They should not be placed in 
su c h 
m anner as to r.eal the parcel. 
Sealed 
parcels require first class postage. 
Valuable parcels should be insur- 
eil 
A parcel may be insured against 
loss or damage in an amount equiva­ 
lent to its actual value up to $5 for a 
fee of three cents, $25 for five cen**, 
$50 for ten cents, or $100 for 25 cents, 
in addition to the postage. 
Do not stand at t h e ,postoffice win­ 
dow to w rite or wrap up packages, as 
it is almost sure 
to 
inconvenience 
some other person whose time is as 
luable to them as yours is to you.

Friends of Jim Bradley, editor of 
the Leeton Times, congratulate him 
on the exoneration of his son from 
the serious charge of incendiarism in 
Cass county. 
The Cass County Dem­ 
ocrat has the following account of the 
trial: 
The case of the State of Missouri 
against Paul P. Bradley went to trial 
in the local circuit court Monday, and 
was not concluded until after supper 
W ednesday evening, when 
the 
case 
was argued. 
Bradley, 23 years of age, 
is of an eminently respectable Leeton, 
Mo., family. 
He was specifically charged with 
burning the Missouri, Kansas Sc Texas 
Railway com pany’s station 
at 
West 
Line. 
The depot was destroyed by 
fire on the night of June 20, 1915. 
Bradley was arrested about one year 
later. 
It was asserted that Bradley fired 
the station for the purpose of destroy­ 
ing certain property that lie had ship 
ped to W est Line, so that he might 
collect for the loss. 
The property was 
discovered 
to 
have been three two-bushel sacks and 
part of another one tilled with Kaffii 
corn seed. 
It was said that this seed 
had been shipped as Australian onion 
■seed, and hail been valued at $487. 
The sacks and contents 
had 
beer 
shipped C. O. I), to J. H. Turner. 
From the evidence offered 
by 
the 
defense Bradley seems to have beet 
a victim of circumstances. 
At Fori 
Smith, Ark., he 
became 
acquainted 
with a man by the name of Georg* 
Higbee, who was bound for Missouri 
in a covered wagon. 
Bradley was in 
duced to accompany him. 
During the journey he loaned Hig­ 
bee various sums of money. 
Higbee 
had three two-bushel sacks and a pan 
of another one filled with Australia! 
onion seed. 
When they arrived at Parsons, Kas. 
Bradley insisted on a settlement, and 
Higbee said he would let Bradley ship 
the onion seed to J. H. Turner at West 
Line. Mo., C. O. D., so Bradley could 
thus get his money. 
A lter the fire Bradley, believing the 
Anion seed to have been shipped tc 
West Line and destroyed by fire, put 
rn his claim for the value of the onior. 
seed. 
A number of other factors entered 
into th.e case, such as a Kansas doc 
tor, who was said to have had black 
mailing letters w ritten to himself. 
A little 12-year-old girl, 
living 
ai 
Chetopa, 
Kas., 
testified for the de 
tense and went through 
a 
grilling 
ross-examination with flying colors 
completely refuting the evidence of « 
Kansas sherift and a railroad detec 
five. 
Bradley’s defense was an alibi, ani 
it was a strong one. 
He was repre 
rented by Attorney D. C. Barnett, 01 
Harrisonville, and S. B. Sturgis, an 
•Homey of Leeton, Mo. 
The state was represented by Prose 
ming Attorney Thomas N. Haynes 
/h e argum ents of the attorneys were 
completed about 9:30 o’clock and th* 
ury retired. 
It was out for less tnar 
•alf an hour and brought in a verdict 
which read: 
“We, the jury, find tin 
defendant not guilty.”

On 
these great plains, now fertile farms 
and rich pastures, the great herds of 
buffalo were the source from which 
sprang a large share of the business 
activity and prosperity
